The mere report that negotiations 
Df this character arc going on has spread a fceUng 
of soulagcment among the population Interested, 
and devout prayers are oifercd up that the con­ 
tract ma-y go into effect as soon as possible. At 
this writing I am not able to authenticate tbe ru- 
inor, though lhave had It conflrmed b.v many well- 
Inlormid people. The ImmoiUaie effect of such a 
movement would hardly be appreciated, as the sea­ 
son is lar advanced, and as It would be next to 
Impossible to inaa<jurate those reiorms for which 
the different towns have long prayed. But next 
season the island would undergo a transformation 
irtilcli 1 believe would astonish the islanders thcm- 
Delvc.s. This end of tbe island offers advantages 
for Summer retreats which few can nndcrstand or 
Bppreciato who have not made themselves lamlliar 
with the dellghtfnl atmosphere, the picturesque 
scenery aud the net-work of soaslde viUages, alive 
with gavety and summer tourists. 
¡ 1 think it may be said that the want of knowl­ 
edge concerning this end of the Island is due en­ 
tirely to the fact that there has never been what 
m ight be called a respectable means of locomotion 
Irom New York. 
Sag Harbor, Greenport, Orient 
folnt, Shelter Island and the Hamptons are com­ 
paratively Isolated from tbe continent. Tbe ma­ 
rine attractions, the geniality of the quiet. Inde­ 
pendent population, the quaint old country air per- 
vadlug every pha-se of life, have been ignored by 
those who have gone to Newport to build casUes 
and man.slons bv the sea, ohly to And that, after all, 
they own houses In a city but a little more rural 
than the metropolis. 
In order that the east end may be fairly under­ 
stood let us take a retrospect of some two hundred 
years or more. 
PRIOR TO 1840 
there appeared at the west end of the island a body 
of those hardy New Englanders who settled Mas- 
sachusetti. The Irate Dutch did not view this InA 
cursiou ou wüat they considered tbelrs ny more 
than divine right with complacent satisfaction, 
and hastened to drive the Yankees away. The 
Dutch being more numerou.s and belligerent, the 
Hew Englanders set out from the North Sea and 
with heavy hearu moved against the sun and flually 
■ettled at Southampton, a lew miles from this vil- 
tage. Theuco they went to Sag, and theli lineal 
descendants sUll Inhabit that Homnolent village. 
-In company with a distinguished gentleman, who 
has taken great Interest in the early history of the 
Hland, I rode over to Sag the other day, and we 
waRdered throngh the streets of the sleepy vll- 
lag»—perhaps the only one remaining in America 
which has preserved Its primitive habita and the 
dull inanity of an original Puritan town. 
TUB VILLAGE OP SAO 
Is Situated on the ocean, and tbe heavy rear of the 
surf, mingling with tbe rustling et Its aged trees 
ana the crowing of Its cocks aud the piping of its 
crickets, are about tne only sounds you hear, aud it 
was always so. The village Itsell Is built eu eltlier 
side of a broad rood, runnUig iu a northerly direc­ 
tion. The bouses are old-iasbloned, shingled on 
th« sides, witn sharp gables ami a general old-time 
exterior, it seems as if the dours and windows 
were sealed on the dead within and to the curious 
traveller wltnout. In fact, these houses appeared 
te me like olden tombs, preserved alone to com­ 
memorate the past, though actually 
they are 
tenanted by living men and women. The grave- 
ward, in the middle of the htghwav and within 
ionad of the surf, furnishes yon the best directory 
to the vUlage, as Greenwood, or P6rr la citaiM, 
lumiebee the spectator with a condei^d directory 
pf aU that has been lUustrlous of New York or 
fan s.

There la a vlUage sltnated on one of the most ex­ 
posed shores of the Atlantic Ocean, a placo of I’url- 
tau and Indian tradltloua, preserving the cbarao- 
tcristlcs of the seventeenth century—as it was In 
the LegtnnlngU la now, and perhaps ever wUl bo— 
a8U en^but not deserted settlement, containing 
rich larms and venerable homesteads, looking upon 
the stranger as an intruder; without hospitable 
hingik to their doors, without welcome latches to 
■ I heir gates, refusing to sell their lands, but main­ 
taining the same cold, distant Independence which 
they doubtless acquired when their ancestors new 
before tbe Dutch aggressor, and came hero to bar­ 
gain with ibc Uuutouka. 1 think that behind those 
double-lucked doors there must be some Pierson or 
sume Hodges who would make a good heroine 
(with hor broad acres) to a city fortune honter of 
fashioaablo mould; and there are plenty of Indians, 
Purltaus and whaling captains with whom to nil 
up the padded chapters. This much, Mr. or Miss 
Romancer, 1 do for you. 
SAO HABBOR, 
as the reader wlU now undepstand, was, as Its 
name slguinca, simply the Harbor of Sag. But 
when Sag Harbor grew in manUme prosperity It 
was no longer a dependency of LUlDUtlan Sag, but 
became of age aud speedily matured Into an Im­ 
portant seaport of 8,oü0 Inhaoltants. Cooper gives 
an Interesting descHpUon of the town In one oi his 
best written but least known novels-tho “Sea 
Uona.” It was about the year 1780 that trade had 
so lar matured that, üguraUvely speaking. It could- 
walk alone, and In 1778 commerce had become so 
extensive that Washington thought It more Impor­ 
tant to appoint a Oollactor ol Customs for Sag Har­ 
bor before he bad made the office for Now York. 
At the beginning of the present century Sag Har­ 
bor began to participate In the richest of marine 
mining, the whale hsheiies. When you reflect 
bow extensive these nsherles have been you will 
be able to nndorstand tbe reason why so much 
wealth has been aocumulated m such small places 
as New London. Hew BeOlord and Sag Harbor. 
When whale fishing was at its zenith more than 
600 vessels were engaged In the commerce- a 
squadron quite as large as the United States Navy 
during the recent war. But 
TBX SADRIAM UOMSTIRS 
grew scarce, and with this scarcity Increased 
the difficulties of gathering tbe o a Shlp-ouUdlng 
enhanced in cost; petroleum came into the mar­ 
ket, and the waters which once aoounded with 
whales were no longer servtcable fqr the bnaiuess. 
The decline at Sag Harbor began, however, as 
early as 1838, when there were seventy-six whalers 
sailing from this port, and irom one or all of the 
causes named the retrogression named has been 
steady untU date. Now there is but one whaler, 
and she Is cruising In the South Atlantic. All or 
the wealth to be found In Sac Harbor u founded 
directly or indirectly on thlB commerce. Those 
were indeed palmy days when a vessel would 
clear Montauk Pomt and return to this port alter 
a ten months’ cruise laden down with 3,000 barrels 
of OIL The old captains like to talk of those times, 
for they were the nappy years In their lives. Vou 
do nut know how Interesting It Is to comedown 
here and move among this 
POPCLATION OP SKfPPBBS, 
for nearly every other man Is a captain. In fact, 
the stranger would be safe In addressing any one 
In .Sag Harbor ns captain, except Uie Methodist 
parson, lor, 1 believe, he has never been to soa­ 
sa ve In theology. There old captains, of course, 
have no further marine employment. They have 
taken to tbe uncongenial ocoupations of tbe lauds- 
man. If you want a chimney built on your bouse 
send for the captain; If a new hennery, the captain 
wiU make It; drive up to the captain’s shop and 
he will shoe your horse; the captain grows fine 
vegetables on his farm, and you have only to make 
your order and it will be straightway filled; the 
captain Is not a bad tinker; neitUer does the cai>- 
taln lall when ho tries to keep a hotel; but these 
jolly captains have other possessions than their 
trades, for which they have taken out naturali­ 
zation papers; I mean their pretty danghtera Tms 
leads one to say something about 
THE SOCIAL CUARAOTERISTICS 
Of Sag Harbor, in small American vUlagea there is 
apt to be a certain vulgar provincialism about the 
society—perhaps, jiretty well defined the envy that 
la excited In the breasts of the town magnates by 
the appearance ot “a city chap” or a “city girl” in 
their midst. The New Yorker certainly bos differ­ 
ent manners irom the young lady or gentleman of 
Bungtuwn, and the contrast is «ften so strung as 
to offend rural slmpUcity. 
Here It is different. 
Sag Harbor had Importance In foreign shores 
when New York was hardly known. Extensive 
travel in many lands has induced reflneinent; and 
as I wandered tlirongn the streets and visited 
some of tne private lamllles 1 could not help but 
observe the more than ordinary culture and broed- 
lug of the young ladles, those makers and moulders 
01 the social world. They are pretty, but they are 
mure even—they are modest and modestly atured, 
and beldnd iheir mere manners aro simple, uucon- 
tamluated nearts. The characionstioof the 8ag Uar- 
borlte 18 easy independence. If he be rich, well 
aud good; If he bo poor, he does enough to sustain 
Ule; that la all. No person who ever visited this 
place could complain of ostentatious attention at 
the hands of the serving people wUetner they 
be grocers or domestics. Von ask lor what you 
want; HU be convenient to supply that want it is 
supplied; not otherwise. Interwoven with these 
easy-going traits is a firm texture of honesty and 
good nature wluuh ondear you to the people the 
fongcr you dwell amoug them. In fine, republican­ 
ism seems to obtain here In Its best phases—tbe 
best phases being a general recognition that the 
world was made for everybody and tbat everybody 
should eujoy its blessings. Such Is the result of a 
week’s stay in sag Harbor, where I have had every 
opportunity to Judge and decide for mysell. 
The vlUage Itselt is very much like new England 
cities on the seashore. 
It contains about 3,ooo 
Inhabitants, and 
I believe none of them are 
panpers. There are many fine mansions along the 
main street, aud bidden on the lateral tliorongh- 
fares are a score or mure of cosey bouses, occupied 
by well-to-do owners. It Is only recently that New 
Yorkers have begun to seek Sag Harbor as a site 
for .summer cottages ou tbe Newport plan, and 
Chief Justice Daly Is tbe pioneer. 
CUIRP JUSTICE DALY'S HOCSB AND OROC.VDS. 
To northward of the vUiage is North Haven, 
formed by an arm of the bay extending la shore to 
westward. Looking to southward is an elegant 
country mansion surmounted by an open cupola, 
which, at ail times, whether by daylight, moon­ 
light or starlight, is one of the features of Sag 
Harbor. You wond your way thither, crossing a 
venerable bridge, and gaming the highway, are 
soon before the entrance to the groond. The man­ 
sion Itself Is simple and unpretending, remlnOmg 
you that it u not too much metrojiollian to be 
rural, neither too much rural not to be metropol­ 
itan. 
It might be either, and in either situation 
It would be a charming residence. It appears to 
me to be a compoun>: of the Swiss cottage and the 
English couutry residence, together with some 
arciiiiectnral novelties, which are the proprietor’s 
own.

turesque. At your leet is a broad sheet of mildly I 
tluted water «iretching away a mile or two to tbe , 
wooded shore opposite, tne rising slopes of which ¡ 
are overgrown with flrs, pines, cedars and elms, . 
presenting to the eye vast tracts of luxuriant lollage, 
here and there oordered by the siiver sheen ef , 
coves aud inlets. Little sloops and sailboats are i 
beating through tideways and oddles; rowboats, | 
with the perpetual noise ol propulsion, disturb the ' 
poacelul slumber of the valley, and tbe merry song 
of thu excursionists is echoed and ro-ecboed by the ^ 
bluffs and woods; and as your eye wanders over I 
the scene you uetcct In a hall hidden road a car- ' 
rlage or two dashing away to the Hamptons.

It Is Just the site for Su^amer cottaires, 
which, I may add, may be buUt for a comparative 
trifle. Land with water lYoutage Is worth from 
tioo te |XM an acre, and a beautiful house, with 
grounds and ontbulldlngs complete, can be owned 
for 110,000. It is not as acoossible by land and 
Sound as one would wish; but, with the retirement 
or demise of Charllck, people hope for better 
thlacs- Mow It takes seven hours for the Gotnam- 
Ite to reach Sag Harbor by water and four by land, 
and the fare Is in the neighborhood of $3. The 
presence of Chief Justice Daly, the How ei is, Mr. 
Smith, of Brooklyn, and others, will largely con­ 
tribute to the development of ttie biace. I may 
add, In closing, tbat 1 nave been astonished at the 
Ignorance prevailing in the popular mind ooncern- 
lag this island and especially oonoemlng the east 
end. After visiting almost aU of tbe watering 
places of the world, 1 can say truly tbat 1 have sel­ 
dom found a tract of country and an expanse of 
water affording more opportunities for rational en­ 
joyment than I have teen about Sag Harbor.

What with the unenviable reputation 
the Falls have obtained in later years for the 
remorseless and Interminable extortions and Im­ 
positions inflicted apon visitors.

WHAT IS THX EFFECT ? 
Now let 03 examine what has been the effect of 
this sublime Imposition. It has been the straw 
that has broken the camel’s back; bat it was a very 
big straw—big as an Arlstook sawlog. It has pre­ 
vented thonsands of visitors from enjoying the 
scouery of the Falls this season, which has been an 
extraordinary dull one at best. It has caused the 
grand dining room of 
THE INTERNATIONAL 
to echo frequently to the footsteps of some solitary 
waiter, and the velvet carpets of the magnlllcent 
drawingrooms and parlors of the same hotel-palace 
to be pressed only occasionally by the feet of some 
gentle couple on their wedding tour. It is very 
grand, no doubt; but It Is so solitary, so lonely, so 
dreary. 
“Is not this splendid, my dear Augustus ?” re­ 
marks a newly wedded Southern bride. 
“Very splendid, my dear, very splendid. Like 
our cotton warehouse on a short crop.” 
The colored office boys have become so nsed to 
ease that It is as much as they ran do to measure 
a block of tessclatcd tiling at a time In their speed 
to answer a bell. The porters wilt like sunflowers 
In the evening, for the sun of stamps no longer 
cheers them during the waiting day. The clarion 
voice of the omnibus herald no longer proclaims,

In the first place, the regular 
cuarges fur accommodation at the principal hotels 
arc not at all unreasonable. They are not much 
higher than tbe average rates of those at several , 
first class hotels in the ctty of New York. But they 
are to blame for allowing their help to expect fees 
for every uttle service rendered to a guesf. If they 
pay their servants—I mean all clasaes—suitable 
wages, they can esublish nUes peremptorily 
stopping the receipt or expectancy of a lee 
from a gnest by a servant, upon pain of the 
prompt dismissal of the latter. 
This 
would 
effect a radical cure in that quarter. Of course, the 
landlords should not be held accountable for what 
romie.« and sharpers do on the streets and else­ 
where outside their walls. 
Moreover, they should 
establish fixed rates for carriage hire from them 
own stables. 
This carriage business is one sourcif 
of extortioQ at tbe Falls that makes a man shiver 
before he uoncludes to engage an ordinary, or eveu 
an extraordinary, hack. Then again are the uni­ 
versal dulneas in business, tbe tightness in the 
money market, the system of retrenchment re­

by

TBOUTILLE, JUly 20. 1873. 
I bare beeu at Trouville since yesterday evening, 
having Journeyed hither from Etretat by train as 
far as Havre and from Havre to these shores by 
steamer, along with a gale of wind which had not 
been bidden to the feast, bat came, nevertheless. 
1 did not leave Etretat without regret; for French 
JoornallBts cling t« you tike those syren wator 
flowers, which catch yon by tbe leg while bathing 
and draw you under. There Is no wtlhstaudmg 
their seductive company. Their talk is not like 
tbat of other men, and a couple of days in thoir 
society sends you lorth to meet tbe world with 
your views all wrong, as if you had got Into the 
London docks with a tasting order and had tarried 
unduly over the port vats. 
Before leaving Etretat a chronicler took me to 
St. Gouln to cat prawns at the hotel kept by one 
Milo. Ernestine and to write my name aud an 
eloquent sentiment In ber album. Tbe prawns

Mile. Ernestine ' was fairer, and 
her album fairest of all; so much so, Indeed, 
seeing half tbe journalists in France had left Ihelr 
signatures appended to lively sayings on Its pages, 
I felt there was nothing for mo to add and left a 
statem ent to tbat effect, much to Milo.

She 
wished us Joy and so did 1; and the upshot of it 1s 
tbat I am here at the Hotel des Ruches Noires 
watching out of my window an extremely small 
French boy on the beach, making oport of an ex­ 
ceedingly big wave which I expect will upset him 
presently, along with bis wooden spade and bis toy 
bucket. There I If Is Just as € predicted. The 
smaU boy, In making beUeve to kick away the sea, 
has got merged in brlme up to his calves, and a 
tender mother rushing out from behind a stranded 
boat baa pulled him away and cuffed his ears—thus 
adding insult to Injury, os the parrot said when 
they took him away from his nativo land, and, lur- 
tbermore, made him speak the language of bis op­ 
pressors. But I have not time to moralize as to 
Whether an opportune cuff on the ears may beget 
In the youtlirnl mind a prudent warning ot the sea: 
for a bell ba.t just made the passage tuneful, and 
my chronicler tells me that breakfast, Uke tide, 
waits lor no man. 
FASHION AT TBOUVILLB. 
A acjeuner & la /ourchette, an afternoon on the 
sand.s and a meeting with a dozen acquaintances, 
blessed with florid complexions, must be supposed 
to fill up the space ofpaper between this paraifrapfi 
and the loregolng. Trouville U not as fullas it was 
last week, for mauy legUlators have just posted off 
to be present at the general scrimmage which is to 
take place In the Assembly on Monday, apropos of 
thu Interpellation on the Cabinet’s nome policy. 
But they have left their wives behlpd.them, and we 
were thus but one of the weaker sex to every three 
ladies who made plans for this evenlug’s amuse­ 
ment over the breakfast table. My friend, the 
small bov, came In with red ears and dry stock­ 
ings to take his «hare of the banqueting, aud his 
mother dilated on the perversity of his ways while 
he p dished off a becisteak us if he bad made a 
bet about it.

Yon reach Dean- 
villc by a ondge over the little river Soucques; but 
tbcre is no reason for trying to reach It, as Its vil­ 
las and palaces arc now deserted, and the place 
offers that saddest and bleakest of aspects—new 
ruins. M. do Morny founded a town which was 
delightful and eveu sumptuos while be lived, but 
which has not survived him. Trouville stood some 
risk of walking In the tho ghqstly steps of DeanvUle, 
lor Its patrons were almost ail Imperialista, and 
imperialists were mostly engaged m the Bank­ 
ruptcy Court shortly afrer the last war. 
But 
President Thiers took pity on tbe place and bright­ 
ened It with hts lioucst spectacles last year, and 
the town has revived in consequence. It Is emi­ 
nently gay, clean and expensive. If yon come here 
with a light purse you will lie calUng for the rail­ 
way tables on the very afternoon of your arrival; 
i; you come witli a hoary one you will enjoy the 
sensation of seeing it grow .smaller by degrees and 
beautuuiiy less, without being able strictly to ac­ 
count for the phenomenon.

The Min­ 
isters have had their audience, but the Japanese 
Ambassador was the first that was received.

tus.” Wo must iu tho end place our reliance on 
the people ; but belore the people arc awak­ 
ened and aroused they may lie helpless under 
chains that will become visible and palpable 
in their fettering constraint only when they 
attempt the overthrow of a power that slipjiod 
from their grasp. 
We ore fully impro.ssed 
with the force of the ox-Sanator’s expression, 
“the insidious ambition of a plinsible boro ;” 
but we distinctly state that we by no means 
clothe President Grant with such sinister 
designs, 
or 
that 
wo would 
belittle, 
even 
for 
supposition’s 
sake, 
his great 
services os a soldier of tho Union or Chief 
Magistrate of the nation. 
We have the strong­ 
est hope that he will jiwtif^ his record and 
perpetuate his patriotism by standing between 
the danger and the people and crushing tho 
former. 
It is in a class more than in an indi- 
•vidual that the power for harm will be found. 
The man may not yet have orison with unscru­ 
pulous ambition and far-reaching craft enough 
to strike down his co-operators os he and 
they would strike down the people; 
but 
while the 
people look 
dazedly on 
the 
forces are gathering 
that must, 
if 
not 
checked, produce him. 
They had Pompey, 
CrassuB and Julius Caesar os triumvirs first. 
Ciosar destroyed the first two and then fell 
himself. 
Antony, Lepidus ond Octavias be­ 
came the powers after 0»sar’s fall 
Octavius 
repeated the tactics of Jnlioa, and Augustus 
Impcrator was the result. 
As the reins of 
government are grasped in fewer ond fewer 
hands; os rich, strong, moneyed interests con­ 
verge toward a common centre ; as the citi­ 
zens in their local groupings find them­ 
selves 
tightly 
held 
and 
they 
more 
and 
more 
incline to 
the 
laisser nJltr 
in politics, 
oro not the 
most alarming 
signs of a 
crystallization 
into Crosarism 
visible to the eye. 
There ore certain satur­ 
ated saline solutions which but need tho 
touch of a rod to cause complete crystalliza­ 
tion of their particles. 
If political concentra­ 
tion bo allowed to procooil os it has done and 
is doing the point of saturation will be reached 
iu time. 
Could we dare to hope, then, that

lor the Empire, and tho Mmilmr, at present 
inspired by the Legitimists, discovers in it a 
prop for the doctrines of a divine right 
monarchy. 
The man smitten with chol­ 
era or smallpox who chuckled over tho j 
lact that his neighbor’s house

clay they till, and a free press and a free 
people that see and understand their danger 
will, wo trust, make the effort necessary to 
avert i t 
We- have clearly traced how bestowing a 
third term on President Grant will place tho 
people in a vise from which it may take bitter 
and bloody effort to release them. 
If foreign 
imperialists and moaarchbts take a measure 
of hope from what may shape itself into the Re­ 
public’s despair, those who, out of utter selfish­ 
ness or disordered ambition continue to make it 
possible must bear the merited reprobuiiou. 
The physicbn must not pausé to think what 
the gaugrono patient’s friends •wül say when 
be diagnoses tho disease.

Action o f 
Foreign Powers. 
There are, we fear, two insuperable obsta­ 
cles to establbhing at the present time the 
Republic in Spain—the hostility of foreign 
Powers and the want of honesty and ability 
in those who have the control of affairs. 
It 
is with regret that we are forced to come to 
thb conclusion, and should bo glad to learn in 
the course of events that wo have been mis­ 
taken. 
Wo looked for the Republic at the fall 
of Queen Isabella, and hailed it when Amadeus 
abdicated, hoping that after so many experi­ 
ments and failures of monarchy under dif­ 
ferent phases tho Peninsula might settle 
down, os a last resort, at least, to a republican 
form of government. 
The United States 
promptly recognized the Republic, with the 
view to onconrago it, and because that was 
tho dc facto and only government possible 
when Amadeus resigned. 
Then th b action 
on tho part of the administration at Washing­ 
ton was a sort of offset to the do-nothing or 
repressive policy toward Cuba, and gave the 
State Dep;irtment an opportunity to give 
the cold shoulder to the Cubans again 
on tho plea that nothing should be done to 
check or ambarrass republicanbm in Spain. 
But this magiuxnimity, if it can be so called, 
has availed nothing. 
The Spanish Republic 
puiuued the same course toward Cuba that the 
monaruhy had, and now Spaiu b fast drifting 
back again, to all appearancos, to monarchical 
government. 
Though no other government 
than tho Republic was possible immedbtely 
after the’ abdication of Amadeus, not one 
of tho great Powers, except tho United States, 
recognized it 
Had 
France—the Rep'nblic of France— 
acted 08 the United States did, the Spanish 
republicans, with oU the difficulties that lay 
in their nay, might have succeeded, for 
F’rance b tho neighboring country of Spain 
and exercises great influence over the afbirs 
and destiny of the Peninsula. 
The Spanbh 
republicans had reason to expect better treat­ 
ment from the adjoining French Republic, 
from tho leading and representative nation of 
the Latin race and of Southern and Catholic 
Europe. 
But neither affinity of race nor re­ 
publican symi>othy was found to have any ef­ 
fect upon France. 
On the contrary, the 
French government not only declined to 
recognize 
the 
Spanbh 
Republic, 
but 
actually 
encouraged 
disorders 
in 
the 
Peninsula and 
the 
reactionary 
move­ 
ment 
of the 
Carlbts 
and 
royalists 
generally. 
Franoo h is been to some extent 
the liaso of Don Carlos’ oiicratious, and the 
intimation has been thrown out, probably by 
design, that the French government contem­ 
plate* the recognition of tho Carlista as bel­ 
ligerents. 
England—liberal 
England—too, 
bos not acknowledged the SiKtnbh Republic, 
and sends arms and munitioiji of war to Don 
Carlos. Itu)y has no word of eiioouragemont 
Thb, bc.wevor, b not surprising when we con­ 
sider that Italy is tnonarchical and that from 
the inglorioos failure of Aiiualens the royal 
family must be dbgustod a ith S|<ain. 
Least 
of all b it likely the autocratic gnvenunents of 
Germany, Russia and Austria will take any 
step to encourage the establbhment of a Spon- 
bh Republic. 
It is rcporo d by cable tele­ 
gram from Madrid that, in the event of a 
recess or adjournment of the (’orte*, Castelar 
will vbit London, Berlin, Vienna and Borne 
to endeavor to bring about the recognition of 
the Republic of Spain. We lear the oloqoenoe 
of thb arelont patriot will hove little eflfeot, 
unless, indeed, the rcpublic.an* of Spain can 
cnish the Carlbts and other disorganiEen aud 
cstablbh a firm government; and of that there 
does not appear to be mnch hope at present 
Spain is in the most anomaloua condition 
of all the nations of Europe. 
It b really in 
a chaotic state from tho conflict of idea* and 
iutcrcsb. 
It is one of the mo*t intensely 
patriotic countries in the world, and y c tb 
more divided than almost any < ther on ques­ 
tions of polity at home and party. If attacked 
by a foreign enemy no people would be more 
nnitcd or brave. 
The fight is triangular. 
The government, 
weak, half served or idealistic, confronta Car- 
Ibni 
whole-hearted 
to 
tho 
extreme 
of 
fanaticism 
and 
practical. 
Besido* 
this 
another element of weakness and discord b 
in the ultra republicans, composed mostly of 
the 
nneducafrd or 
Hiipurflcially educated 
masses and sociulbts, with a few ideidbt and 
energetic leaders. 
Some of these have seized 
upon the sentinuut of confederation or State 
rights of provincial self-goveruroent, which 
has been agitatwl to some extent both in ond 
out of the Cortes. 
Aided by tho socialbts and 
commnnisb of the cities they have been 
enabled to seize a portion of the navy, to hold 
certain districte of the country, and* to make 
themselves a power in the land. 
This parQr b 
more obnoxious to foreign rowers, os well as 
to the conservatives of tlDaiu, than anv other. 


Many who might accept a moderate or con­ 
servative repnblie prefer monarchy under any 
form to the role of thb faction. 
Between 
these, and hopeful from their divisions, the 
monarchbts under Don Carlos have been able 
to make a serious diversion and to embarrass 
the 
government. 
There are, of oourse, 
behind the Carlista other menaxchical aspir- 
anb and their supporters, who, while making 
common war on the Republic, hope in the 
scramble to attain their objects. 
The Church, 
which b still very powerful in Spain, and dreads 
revolution and the republicanbm of Europe 
that grows out of it, b the natural ally of 
monarchy, and would, probably, prefer Don 
Carlos to any other aspirant for tho throne. 
While we see tho love of liberty and spirit of 
independence in tho Spanbh people, particu­ 
larly in certain dbtricte and municipalities, 
they are generally ignorant and know not 
what true republican freedom means. 
Si»in is rich naturally, and hor people have 
many noble 
qualities. 
They have, too, 
achieved great things in the history of tho 
world and of civilization. 
But it seems that 
country b destined to be the prey of misfor­ 
tune and theatre of oouflicta for the rest of 
Europe. 
Many of the great wars of Europe 
and catastrophes have sprung from this penin­ 
sula at one comer of tho Continont 
The fall 
of the great Napoleon rlTay be traced to bb 
war in Spain. 
The Spanish marriage ques­ 
tion precipitated tho fall of Louis Philippa 
The late war between Germany and France 
was brought about by tho HohenBollern and 
dynastic qoestiou in Spaia, and now all the 
monarchies of Europe are sending their fleets 
to coerce Spain and otherwbe to interfere in 
the afihirs of that country, while steadily set­ 
ting their faces against the Republic. France, 
in the interest of Bourhonism and monarchy, 
appareutly, is performing the same p art 
Is 
Spain, which has been the battle ground of so 
many rival and political interesb, now to be­ 
come the theatre of conflict for Europe between 
democracy and arbtocracy ? 
It appears so ; 
and, with the extraordinary onteide pressure, 
Spain may have to accept Bourbonbm again. 
But the end is not yet 
Ideas cannot be 
killed. 
In the education of the press, the 
telegraph and general progress of the ago the 
masses of Spain and the other countries of 
Europe will learn how to secure and maintain 
their righte and liberties. 


Mr. JclTerson D a v l* and the Sonthem 


H istorical Conventlou—He Places His 


Hopes in the liadles 
or 
the South. 
If the admirers of Mr. Jefferson Davis wish 
to know the kind of fuel with which that won­ 
derful little instrument, the human tongue, is 
kbidled, we beg leave to refer them to the 
sixth verse of the third chapter of the general 
epistle of James. 
The sacred writer is speak­ 
ing of human nalnre in general, and limite 
h b remarks neither to a nation nor an individ- 
noL 
No stretch of imagination, therefore, 
justifies ns in believing that while writing the 
passage referred to he had Mr. Davis in hb 
prophetic eye, although tho speech which 
that gentleman has been delivering before 
the Southern Hbtorical Convention would 
seem to favor suoh an assumption. 
Never 
had a public man a bettor opportunity of 
proving himself a great one in spite of ad­ 
versity. 
Never had one who tailed in taking 
a city a mere brilliaut chance for showing the 
world that in ruling his temper ho had ac­ 
complished what Solomon declares a bettor 
thing. 
Mr. Davb has not taken many cities, 
and ho, therefore, cannot be so readily ex­ 
cused for not keeping the citadel of his own 
connsel. 
The speech which he has just 
uttered before the Southern Historical Con­ 
vention is not h b first foolish one, and will, 
probably, not bo h b last 
For tho sake of the 
sonsibilitios of h b friends, among whom it is 
pleasant to believe there are some admirable 
men and women, this b to be regretted. 
To 
tho generous mind it b always gratoftil to dis­ 
cover that tho man who has foiled to be a hero 
in action can become one in repose. 
There b 
a sense in which inactivity becomes in troth 
masterly. 
If silence is golden, no silence is 
such a good imitation of the article as that of 
the fallen leader whoso genorabhip was pinch­ 
beck. 
Mr. D avb’ oration was not verj' long, but 
tho reports we have of it include several points 
worthy of comment 
Having returned hb 
thanks to the Convention for the warmth of 
its reception, and expressed the home-like 
feeling which he always has whon in Virginb, 
he complimented that State npou her grand 
monutaias, her verdant vales and her material 
wealth, and added, “above all, her men excel 
hor soil and her women excel her men. ” 
We 
do not know whether it was Mr. Davis’ in­ 
tention to imply that the women of Virginia 
ore as superior to the men as the men are 
superior to the soil. 
Such an inference is 
natural, and seems to be sustained by what he 
says farther on concerning tho ladies. 
It is 
to th b point to which we would refer more 
particularly. 
Toward the close of h b speech 
Mr. Davis emphatically declares that in the 
ladies of the South roste h b greatest hope for 
tho fatnro of the country. 
What does this 
remark mean ? 
Taken alone it looks inno­ 
cent and even admirable, 
os though one 
shnnid say that he relied for fntnre patriots 
and heroes 
npon the moral, 
intellectual 
find physical stamina of their mothers; but 
taken in connection with the whole tone and 
tenor of the speech, tho unmistakable mean­ 
ing b that Mr. Davis believes that the South­ 
ern woman b incspablo of reconstruction, 
and that she will not fail to nurtare in her 
sons those beliefs and animosities which 
plunged thb nation into civil war. 
It is in 
view of thb deloctabie result that Mr. Davis 
canta 80 hopefhl an eye upon the bdies of Vir­ 
ginia aud of the South in general. 
They will 
bring forth fruit meet for rebellion. 
They 
will fan into a fiercer flame than ever that 
sentiment which, with a rhetoric that looks 
like au affectation of simplicity, he glorifies as 
“the cfttisfl. ” 
Mr. Davb ought to know his 
own countrywomcr beat 
He does n o t in­ 
deed, erpreaaly say that no Southern woman 
baa ever been “reoimitructed,” but he says 
next to the same tiling in declaring that he 
boa never scon oua 
Is it possible that Mr. 
Davb’ ramblings have never brought to his 
knowledge a Southern bdy whoso views have 
been reconstructed by Northern marriage, and 
whose sona, ao far from perpetuating "the 
can**.’’ would do thoir best to destroy it ? 
With respect to reconstructed Southern men 
Mr. Davb b more reticent, and the fact, con­ 
trasted with the excessive admiration he 
bvlshea opon the bdica, leads ns to tho eon- 
elusion that oontemot more olosely thuu anv 


oflier feeling, would express tho manner in 
which he regards the reconstructed portion of 
the white male popubtion of the South. 
But 
the facte are far from justifying such a senti­ 
ment, though, perhaps, its existence b to be 
looked for in a psendo President who tailed 
in inspiring the objects of h b present con­ 
tumely with lasHng respect and devotion. 
The troth b that the reconstructed men of the 
South arc the most sterling men there, beside 
whom the forlorn dingers to an obsolete and 
worse than impracticable sentiment make a 
sorry show. 
Give us the reconstructed men 
of the South, and we arc not alruii^that Mr. 
Davb’ hope in the uiireconstracted and unre- 
constnictiblo women will be so largely justified 
as easily to renew tho struggle that he wishes 
to foresee.

Horrible Cruelties by the Siqux—Women 
and Children Scalped.

Alter a successful hnnt, in which they had killed a 
thousand buffaloes, and being heavily laden with 
m eat and hides, on their retu rn home they were 
surprised in camp by the Sloox, supposed to be

Sir—On the morning of the 2d of this m onth six 
Ogullalla Sioux Indians came in from a scout and 
Tepoited the Pawnees in camp on the Bed Fork of 
the Ucimblican. The news created great exsite- 
m ent in the camp, and the Sioux décided to go and 
flght them before they had time to lUtack our camp. 
lAitic Vv ound came to me and aaked me if I had 
any orders to keep him irom going to fight them. 
1 told him 1 had not. Ue said he had orders not to 
go to their reservation, or among the whites to 
Dffht them , but had no orders m regard to this 
part of the country. I told him 1 would go wltn 
him and see the Pawnees, but he said it would 
be of ho ufio, os the young men had determ ined to 
Bght and no one could stop tliem. They say l pre­ 
vented them from gom g to th e Utes, and thev came 
and stole their horses and killed one of their men, 
and they thought the .same thing would occur If 
Uiev did not strike the Pawnees flrst. They started 
out on the 3d Instant and were joined by the 
Brnles. from Mr. listee’s camp, and proceeded to 
the Pawnee camp, on the m orning o f the 4th they 
came on a camp of about thirty lodges. They 
were just moving camp when tiie Sioux charged on 
them. Tlio Pawnees killed arc variously estlm ate.l 
from fllty to one hundred .and eighteen, principally 
WLmeu and cluidrcn, m ost of toe men being ab­ 
sent, supposed by the Indians to have heea out 
huuting. The Ogallallas took seven prisoners, 
three women and four children, all girls, from two 
to lour years old. 
The Indians who have the 
priso.'iers are Black Bear, Torn Belly. Mad Horse, 
Black Hawk, Gray Eyes, his son-in-law, Flying 
Giood, and Little Blue bkv. a white m an named 
lohu VVUhamsoD bad charge of the Pawnees. They 
fought bravely, bnt the Sioux outnum bered them, 
having Ove or six hundred men. This report is as 
bear as I can get a t the num ber killed from the In- 
aiaus. The Pawnees will know the exact num ber 
Ihey lost.

Justice Quinn’s case waa carried through 
the Courts as a test case, and tho Justice was suc- 
cessmi, the Court of Appeals holding that the 
Supervtsors had tbe legal pow er to increase sal­ 
aries. That case carried w ith it all the other cases 
of a sim ilar nature, and now Justice Fowler—who 
says he uaa not received a cent of pay for two 
years and has disposed of as mncb bu8lne.^s during 
th a t tune as any o ther Justice in the city -w an ts to 
collect some of Ills little ducats. 
Ho states that 
notification was sen t to the Comptroiier of the 
order of Judge P ratt, and of tlie lact that exe­ 
cution was to be issued on Tuesday unless tho 
Judgm ent was satUfled.

If there shonld be a iractloual p a rt of a cent the

xiie Comptroller’s reason for not paying tho 
claim U th at he holds a counter claim against 
Justice Fowler am ounting to $S3,07'J 65, in which 
sum he claims the Justice & a deiaulter to the city. 
He asserts that he is entitled to withhold pay­ 
m ent or this salarv to reim burse the county In 
the above sum, by rcasou of the lact that the 
Justice, while holding the position of Assistant 
Surrogate, under S unogate Tucker, converted to 
bis own use the sum above sw ted, being inouoys 
lie had received lu tru st In various proceedings 
beiore the Court. The county, subsequenily, bod 
to reim burse the parties whose money was thus 
.aupropriaíod, and now Mr. Green thinka he ought 
to reim burse the country. 
The real trouble Is th at if th e connty has any such 
claim against Justice Fowler its officials whose 
duty It was to collect the money from him have 
never done so. In the first place Justice Fowler 
com m itted no crim inal offence lor which he could 
be beld, and In the n ex t place it does not appear 
o u a u y o ftu e records th a t any official has uaked 
him lor the money, nor how ho obtained it. Lastly, 
no District A ttorney or Corporation Counsel, and 
there have been five in all since tho date in qucs- 
tiou, has ever thought It his business to proceed 
in a civil action against tue boiuismeu of Justice 
Jowler. A s a v a rle ty to tbe whole question, too. 
Justice 1-owler docs not agree with the Comptroller 
as to the alleged circum stances under which tho 
money he holds came m to his possession.

'rhe reVoIntloB which broke ont on the 23d of 
March last, headed by Caballero, for the p « p 6ic or 
overthrow ing P resident Jsvellanos, fInaUy resolved 
on a bold stroke. For some time the headquarters 
of Caballero had been a t VlUa Rica, whUe the govj 
trn m en t army, of some one thousand men. en­ 
camped a t Paraguay, the tow n which waa tbe 
cen tre of Lope2i*B tine of defence in 1869. 
The object of Vice P resident Benigno Ferreira, 
who com m anded tbe governm ent army, num ber­ 
ing 2,’200 men, was tb save Asuncion from attack 
by guarding the line of tho Paraguay, which river

THE BRAZILIAN ARMY 
Of occnnatlon, though greatly reduced by tbe 
retu rn of troops hom eward, num bered about one 
thonsand men, including the crews of the war­ 
ships in narbor. 
President Jovellanos therefore 
sought the Brazilian aid ; but tlüs the Instruction 
of Boron do Asaguaya did not authorize him to 
give.

a note dem anding their non-lnterveatlon and their 
acknowledgm ent of the right of the insurrection­ 
ists to estabiisb a new governm ent and to take 
Dossesaion of the city, then a t their mercy. 
NOT COCBTEOUSU 
Caballero received the officer badly, and replied 
th at he would do as he pleased. Araguaya and 
Mitre then m ounted horse and visited him, and, 
after an ho ar’s stay. Induced him to w ait until 
seven n ex t m orning for the reply. 
M eantime the P araguayan governm ent hastily 
barricaded tho streets debouching into the Cathe­ 
dral square with bales of liay and other things. 
Borne small cannon were planted to sweep the 
Chief streets whence the attack would prouably 
come, and the lew troops, well armed, however, 
were posted in the square. 
THE DECISION 
of the Brazilian and Argentine plenipotentiaries 
was finally th at tho assaUants m ust confine them ­ 
selves to the attack of the fortified p art of tbe 
town, and to eulurce this determ ination two Bra­ 
zilian battalions of Iniantry, a squadron of cavalry 
and a field battery w ere stationed in the San Fran­ 
cisco square, which is six blocks from the Cathe­ 
dral square, and fianklng tbe line ol advance of the 
besiegers. 
THE CHAROE. 
About one P. M. the enemy appeared In tw o col­ 
umns. num bering some four hundred cavalry and 
two hundred and fiitr footmen, and, w ith lond In­ 
dian yells, charged at the barricades a t full speed, 
as though expecting little, if any, resistance. Sud­ 
denly, however, two discharges of grape and a vol­ 
ley of m usketry plunged am ong them , disconcerted 
thctr attack afid forced them to retire, followed by 
grape and ballets, to the cross streets, from the 
coraors of which they kept up a desultory fire, 
which waa returned with spirit by toe besieged, 
to whom a note trom Benigno, brought througs 
the enem y’s Hues sewiiod up in a wom an’s dress, 
had com m unicated the cheering new s th at he was 
ou bis way to relieve them and was already near. 
i'he assailants were evidently discouraged by 
tlielr reception and would not charge again, and 
a.tiiougii apai«y of them occupied a small theatre 
conYmsndUig tne sanare, two iiomos drovo them 
soon out. In fact ,tiie assault was virtually over 
when tbe vau ot Bentgno’a arm y defiled luto the 
town, at half past three, P. M„ and at the sight of 
them the rebel troops of ths attack dispersed In 
all directions. 
All was then rejoicing. AU em braced Jovellanos, 
and Jovellanos and ail bugged Benigno, who was 
also congrstnlated bv tbe allied envoys, though it 
is said. Mitre conld Burdly conceal his chagrin at 
the lallure of the revolution, which contains many 
Argentines and Is notorlonsiy iavored by the Con­ 
federation to favor Its views on the Chaco cession. 
THE REBELS 
behaved well, and m ade uo attem pts to plunder or 
injure the city; but on leavlug It captain Goibera 
accused the Brazilian envoy of lending Brazilian 
m ariners to aid the defence of the barricades, and 
was actually drawing a revolver, when a squad of 
m arines fired at him and forced him to spur off in 
baste. 
THE DEATH ROLL. 
The assailants leit some dead and thirty woondcd 
behind them, together with 100 lieiid oi cattle and 
other m atters, 'riie defenders lost only seven or 
eight lu killed and wounded. On the lotli the army 
01 Caballero disappeared irom the neighborhooM of 
the city, and Benigno posted his m en upon a hill 
near the Brazilian hospital. 
PEACE. 
All 1s quiet now in tho city, bnt Baron Aragnay 
has sent off transports to H um alta to bring up all 
the troops there to strengthen the Brazilian force 
in ca seo rm rth er attem pts upon the capital, of 
these, however, there appears little probability, 
and the city has resumed nearly Its usual condi­ 
tion.

The Issne betw een the tem poral and spiritual 
powers bas ju st assum ed a graver aspect chan 
before. Tne Bishop of OUnda has relieved the In­ 
terdicted secret society brotherhoods irom the 
penalties he had Imposed on th em ; bnt be has 
done so only tem porarily, and has declared th at In 
doing BO he obeys only Instructions received by 
bim from Rome sim ultaneously w ltb the govern­ 
m ent order;

th at the argum ents 
and onlcr ot

ol the Pope. This is plain enough speaking, bnt tbe 
Bishop bas determ ined to leave no doubt of his in­ 
tent. and proceeded to acts. The Brazilian law says 
th at no bull or other Papal docum ent may be pub- 
lisbeU before receiving the placeC ot the governm ent; 
but the Bishop ol Otlnda has pnbUsbed a brief of 
Plus IX., dated May 22, Just received by him from 
Rome, and w ithout com m nnlcation w ltb the gov­ 
ernm ent. The brief Is Im portant tn Its bearing op 
the question now agltatm g Brazil from end to end. 
Commencing w ltn tbe usual formulas about pas­ 
tors and flooks, it enters into a denunolatlon of 
Freemasonry, declares aU Freem asons excom mu­ 
nicated, as well In Brazil as elsew here; approves 
ot the action of the Bishop ot Ulinda, bnt says :— 
“AS we here U ke the place of Him who came inte 
the world not to save the Just, but to save sinners, 
we authorize you to reUcve from excom munication, 
for the term of one year, aU tbe Freem asons of 
your flock; but a t the expiration of this term of 
grace we command you to put into lorce all the 
spiritual pains and penalties com m unicated against 
Freemasons. • We also command you to dissolve all 
brotherhoods and to constitute others who wlU 
lulfll tbeir duties.” 
Lastly, the Pope desires th at the brief shall be 
com m unicated to all tbe other bishops of Brazil, it 
being Intended by him to operate tnronghont the 
Empire and to be carried ont In all the dioceses. 
It 18 now beyond doubt th at the Pope and the 
Bishop of Oltnda, and doubtless tne other Brazil­ 
ian bishops, are determ ined to place the spiritual 
power above the civil one and tre a t the latter as 
subordinate. It Is not probable th at the Im perial 
governm ent will accept as sufflcient obedience to 
Us perem ptory order the m ere suspension of the 
interdict during one year, especially when the 
Bishop declares, at tbe same time, th at he does not 
obey It. but the Pope’s command, and trea ts Its 
order with contempt. 
THE BXBCUTTVB POSITIOIt. 
To-morrow or the 14tli the governm ent will have 
to reply to Interpellations in ootb Chambers upon 
w hat it will do.

From these small beginnings the 
operations or the system have gradually been ex­ 
tended until, at the present writing, there are no 
less than 3,048 money order post offices In the

From these figures It will be seen that the large 
proportion of our population whose business or 
local nocosslUes require the 
BEMlTl'iJ^CK o y MONST BT WAIL 
have not been slew to take advantage or this safe 
and convenient postal banking system ; but the 
same rem ark will not apply to the residents of 
this city, for whose benefit and accommodation In 
this m atter special provision has been made, out 
who, lor Bome cause, are strangely dilatory In 
avaUlng them selve» thereof.

has been employed by the Rlsdon Iron Works. He 
is a well-developed, athletic man, wears gray whis­ 
kers, and has an open, honest countenance. 
Ho is 
the father of ten children, six of whom are Uvlng, 
the youngest. Hannah, being about sixteen years 
old. For many years be has hved at 261 Perry 
street, and bears tbe reputation among his neigh­ 
bors of being a quiet, peaceable man. 
THR TEMPTBR APPEARS. 
About a year ago Hannah, then a more child of 
fifteen, was apprenticed to learn a trade of a 
dressmaker. This was the beginning of tbe girl’s 
ruin. Shortly alter she began to work her parents 
noticed that she was frequently out late a t nights. 
Mr. CurUn suspected that all was not right, and 
one night he watched her as she lolt tbe shop. She 
was mot on the next block by a young m an, with 
whom she strolled around the southern part of the 
city. The father gave her a severe lecture when 
she returned home, and ordered her tn tbe flitnre 
to come directly to tbe bonse after leaving the 
Shop. The young man who thus began to play hia 
part In the tragedy Just completed was named 
WUllam M. Johnson. 
He Is nineteen years old, and 
worked in the carpenter’s departm ent of the Pa­ 
cific Mall steam ers’ shops. He Is tall and shapely, 
and may be best described by w hat is popularly 
known as stylish. Hannah seems to have become 
iniatuated with him from the first m eeting, so 
much BO th at she was willing to forsake father, 
m other and friends for his sake. 
ON THR ROAD TO RUQf. 
Despite the Interdiction of Mr. Cnrtln the girl 
m anaged to meet Johnson nearly every night. The 
pair w ere very canUous,however, and the p aren ts’ 
suspicions were very nearly aUayed, when one day 
In June an Incident occurred which verified the 
worst fears 01 the stricken father, la n n a h sud­ 
denly disappeared. 
All night long the police 
scoured the city for her, but for three days no clew 
to the mls.8lng one conld be found, At last Jobn- 
Bon was seen to en ter a house a t tbe corner of Ma­ 
son and Green streets. Police officer Devltt fol­ 
lowed. and there ho found Hannah. Her lather re-

Wilma* Johmsom:—I, Thomas Curtin, the lather of 
naniuib Curtin, notlly you that If 1 ever hear or know 
you to keep cnmpanv with her, or wait upon her trom 
home, or of persona you may hire, or hear 01 you to 
■peak dlerespecttul of her in pubUo or in private, take no- 


Having sent the aiiovo by the girl herself, the old 
gentleman w ent to the Police office and tried to get 
a w arrant for the arrest of Johnson. He was told 
th at the police could take no action tn the m atter, 
and then no made up his mind th at it no law ex­ 
isted to protect hU family, he would make a law 
for blmsolf. 
Tlie m atter culminated yesterday 
m orning In one of the saddest tragedies which has 
been known lu San Francisco for years. 
THR TBAOBDY. 
Qunday morning Mr. Curtin w ent to Bay View, 
and Hannah, taking advantage of his absence, w ent 
to see her lover. She did not retnrn until two 
o’clock yesterday morning, and a stormy Interview 
then took place between herself and father. 
Early 
lu the morning Mr. Curtin took Ills daughter to the 
County Jali, and then, taking a five-shooter, started 
out to find Johnson, it was about seven o’clock, 
and Johnson was jnst leaving his house In Beale 
street to go to hts work. He bad proceeded half 
way down the block towards Folsom street, when 
he mot the enraged lather. There were no wit­ 
nesses to tbe encounter, and whut passed can only 
be known irom Mr. Curtin. He says that be ac­ 
cused Johnson of ruining bis child. The young 
man denied the charge, and retorteu Impudently. 
A war of words followed, which was cut snort by 
the sharp report of C urtin’s plstoU Johnson started 
to run, the blood spurting from hla mouth. Curtin 
tried to fire a second shut, but the cylinder or the 
pistol would not move. Johnson reacheo Folsom 
street, and fell on the corner, while cu rtm turned 
and walked quietly home. 
THE WOCNDBD BEDCCKB. 
The ball entered the back of Johnson, between 
lie shoulder-blades, and penetrated one of the 
lungs, causing Internal 
hemorrhage. 
He was 
taken into his bouse, but later, as tbe doctor said 
he coHld not possibly Uve, be was transicrreU to 
SU Mary's Hospital. 
THB WBONOKD FATHER ABRESTKD. 
Curtis was arrested at his house and taken to 
tbe City Prison by officers Courneen and Uarrold. 
His wire, who is stricken down with grlel, foUowed 
him shortly after. He Is very excited, and it is 
difficult to glean any facts trurn him. w hat conld 
be gaiherodirom his Incoherent taU Is embodied 
ibove. 
AN INTEBTIKW WITH THE OIBL. 
A Chronicle reporter visited the County Jail «at 
one o’cloolPln the afternoon, and held a conversa­ 
tion With the young girl, Hannah Cnrtln. She can- 
not be called handsome or attraetlvq, and her man­ 
ner plainly Indicates that she has advanced many 
steps in the downward course. Her eyes w ere red, 
and she had evidently been crying. 
She was 
sitting by a window facing on Broadway and sadly 
gazing out upon the city. The reporter took a seat 
near her and at once asked her questions bearing 
upon the tragical event of the mornlug.
